Armed Robberies 
Can Be Stopped

A violent crime, robbery often ends in injury or death 
for the victim 
Fortunately, no one has as yet been harmed in a 
Plano robbery, but the danger is always there when the 
thief confronts the victim, usually with a hand gun. 
Robbery is primarily a large city crime, but a suburb 
like Plano often offers an easy target for thieves who 
live in Dallas and “ commute” to work 
Earlier this week a fast food restaurant was hit and 
IO robberies were reported to Plano police last year 
with one (a strong-arm offense) classified as un­ 
founded 
Of the nine actual offenses reported last year, four 
were closed by arrest for a 44 percent clearance rate 
Only 27 percent were cleared nationally 
Twelve persons were arrested in connection with the 
four local robberies which were solved Plano officers 
arrested no one under 18 last year, but nationwide 
statistics indicate that 33 percent of those arrested are 
juveniles. 
In 1974 , 209 robberies were committed per hundred 
thousand population across the nation while in Plano a 
robbery rate of 44 4 was recorded East year that rate 
fell to 22 5, a decline of 21 9 percent 
Robbers netted $3,056 from 1975 offenses for an 
average take of $365 per job in Plano. The most recent 
robbery was considerably more profitable, however, 
as the thief escaped with more than $1,000 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation said the 
average loss in each 1974 robbery report ch! nationally 
was $321 for a total loss of $142 million No figures are 
available as yet for 1975 
Almost all Plano robberies occur in small con 
venience stores, so employees working in these 
groceries should be particularly careful, a police 
department spokesman warns 
lf suspicious people are loitering around a business, 
the police should Im* called immediately, he stresses 
Opening and closing times or after Titular hours are 
particularly vulnerable to robberies, so extra alertness 
is needed. 
In the case of the latest robbery, the thief was 
waiting outside the liack door of the restaurant for an 
employee to come out after it had closed. The suspect 
then forced him back inside and collected the night’s 
receipts. 
The police department also recommends that alarm 
switches be examined periodically to insure that they 
will function properly at the time of an emergency. 
These switches should be placed at more than one 
location and are not to be u sikI in the case of forgery or 
a petty crime. 
Holdup alarms are designed for a specific purpose 
and police units respond to these alarms under 
emergency conditions. The officers should not be en 
dangered unless the extra risk is justified. 
If a potential robber selects your store as his next 
job, there are several precautionary measures which 
may convince him to try another, police say. 
K E E P the premises well lighted. 
I.EA V E a television or radio playing in the back 
room to suggest that someone else may be present. 
DON’T CLUTTER windows with signs and displays 
that block viewing from the street 
B E C A R EFU L of the answers you give to strangers 
when they take an interest in the hours of operation, 
number of employees or alarm systems. 
HANK M ESSEN G ERS should travel back and forth 
to the bank with someone else, varying the route and 
time. Discuss business only with tellers, the next 
person in line may be getting familiar with your 
routine. 
N EVER APPROACH a night depository while 
anyone else is there. Wait until they leave If suspicious 
persons remain, call the police so the reasons for their 
behavior can be determined 
DO NOT K E E P a large amount of cash in the 
register. 
EXTRA MONEY should bo placed in a locked safe or 
deposited in a bank Don’t store cash in a cigar box 
under the counter, even the amateur holdup men know 
enough to look there. 
HAVE A COUPLE of bills in the cash register that 
you retain permanently and keep a record of the serial 
numbers. This can aid identification greatly in case 
your property is recovered.

D EA R JE R I — I presume your chest has a natural 
colored finish, since paint was not mentioned. For 
washing, add one tablespoon household ammonia to one 
quart of warm water, and scrub with a brush. Rinse 
with clear lukewarm water. When dry a coat of liquid 
wax could be applied if desired. I am not really sure 
what you mean by “ worn wicker” but ii that refers to 
the ends that come loose and stick out to be sure they 
are refastened and the ends smoothed with sandpaper so 
they will not make snags in clothing. My experienc e has 
been that it is not easy to find people who specialize in 
repairing old wicker. — PO LLY .

“There is no 
way a research facility will 
buy a dog or cat bearing a 
permanent 
identification 
number — that is. without at 
first checking on it — and 
there s no way a thief would 
risk trying to sell it. 
“ If a thief picks up your 
dog. as soon as he spots that 
number he’ll most likely toss 
it out. The animal is worth 
nothing to him with that 
number. In fact, it could 
become a liability,” Stowers

Delivery is 
such a small part of it. The 
mother really does that 
herself.” 
Dr. Pepper said the trend 
toward nurse-midwives is 
growing, and it isn’t likely to 
stop.
